>!aryland has only eight eleetonil 
votes, hut Is IntereKtliig beeanse the 
stare always goes Pemf'crntlc In years 
when the Pen»ocrafs win. nationally. 
nn<l is as independent as the proverhlal 
hog on ice at all times. 

For example, in a Democratic sweep. 
In in.H. Maryland elected a llepnhllrnn 
governor, tho third since the t'lvll war. 
And each of the others served only 
one term. Vet at the same election, 
the state elected six r>emocratlo mem- 
hors of tho housi*. and a Democratic 
senator. 

To make the situation clear. It 
should he understood that there were 
three or four Important reasons why 
A’hert tT Illlchle. tin* Democratic can- 
dhlate fur a fifth term, was not re- 
ele -ted. lie had angered the eastern 
shore section of the state hy trying to 
pro'teeutp leaders of a lynching fii.th, 
lie was held ri'sponslhle. jTohahly tin- 
Justly, for tlie coHafise of so\eral Im¬ 
portant hanks. And there was a good 
deal of sentiment against continuing 
the same ni.an in ofilee .so long. No 
other governor of M.aryland had ever 
he»T. re-elerr#vj once. lie wis «e,>kMng 
a fifth term. 

Hut It Is Interesting to note that the 
one man who was mire Illtchu* conltl 
not he re ele,an'l who n« a result 
tried to get him to run for senator— 
which would seem at least to Indicate 
the o[ipo4ition was not person.nl—was 
Senator Tydings. 

He's Top Dog in Maryland 

Tydings very early in the game 
pIoktHl tleorgp li, llndcIlfTe for the 
Democratic nomination for governor. 
Ixuter, on a compromise. Radcllffe ran 
for senator and was elect«*<l. 

All of which means that Tydings is 
hy way of being the top dog In Pomo- 
cratic politics in Maryland at the mo¬ 
ment. Moreover, he iii ned worried 
about the immediate future, for he 
does not come up for re-election until 
10:N. two years after the Presidential 
election. And Maryland has a habit 
of always going r>emncrailc In off 
years. 

It 50 happens that Maryland Is al¬ 
most the most con.servatlve state In 
the T’nlon Five of her six districts— 
all exiH'pt that sixth—always send 
rather con.servatlve men to the house. 

She once elected a practically un¬ 
known figure. Senator .loseph I. 
France, to the upper house because 
she was voting against a man she re¬ 
garded as a radical—David .T l-ewls. 

The chief charge against I.ewls was 
that he was soclallsticnily Inclined— 
he had fathered the parcel post bill! 

Maryland, a border state, always 
went r>emocraflc In national elections 
until the free sliver Issue. She voted 
for McKinley in IROfi and l!k 10 . split 
her electoral vote In 10«M. voted for 
AVilson in both liH2 and 1010 , and 
then voted for Harding, CVmlldge and 
Hoover. 

There Is little doubt that the state 
does not like the New Deal. If the 
election were held today, and any fair¬ 
ly unobjectlonuhle Uepublicnn opfmsed 
Ilmisevelr. there Is little doubt he 
would get .Maryland’s eight voi»*s. 

There is something ultra conserva¬ 
tive about both Maryland ami Vir¬ 
ginia. It is ratlHT Interesting that 
t’.nrter fllass. Henry F. Hyrd, and ’I'yd- 
ings are always fotin<l voting together. 

The other .Maryland senator. UnilollfTe. 
happens to In* a close personal friend 
of Roosevelt, hut. as polntei! out. he 
was put In tin* senare hy Tydings. and 
has yet to dertionstrare either real pow- 
« r in the state or iMdirlcal sagacity. 

Brings Up Borah 

Talk of William K. Rornh for the 
Republican nomination against Frank¬ 
lin D. Roo.«evelt next year Is one of 
the most interesting political an<i eco¬ 
nomic developments since 10il2. Not 
that there Is actually very much of a 
possibility that the seventy-year-old 
wnator will be nominated, hut because 
of the various developments and reper¬ 
cussions which started the talk. 

What it really means Is that for the 
first time since the Reputdhuins lost 
all but six states, in IPdi*. th»*y are be- 
gdmilng to chirp up. They are begin¬ 
ning to think that tIuTe may l»e a pos- 
sihlllty of winning In Rt.KV I’mi] the 
last few weeks—In fact, right up to 
fh4* tax message-they had been say¬ 
ing privately that um was too Konn 
to hope for: that RHn would bi> their 
red letter day.

It apjM'ars that our refrlKcratlnR 
plant is brcnklDK down. The matter 
of the receding polar Ice cap has for 
a long time engage<I the attention of 
scientists. Within recent times the 
recession of the cap has been of 
such proportions that evidence of It 
has been observed within the span 
of only a few deendes. 

For Instance, the itnsslan Arctic 
expert, N. (J. Datsky, In re-examin¬ 
ing areas siirveyoii 40 years before, 
found thnt In Siberia, where his 
predecessor, l*rofossor Slirenk, found 
eternal frost at the depth of two 
meters, there was now no frost at 
nny depth, not even in the marshea. 
In other locnlities, where Professor 
Shrenk found only shriihless tundra. 
Mr, Datsky saw new growths of 
timber! 

Only recently, I’rof. U. 1*. Ilclknap 
of the University of Michigan carm» 
upon a pyramid of rocks and a note 
originally placed at the foot of the 
»’orneII glacier hy the late Professor 
Tarr. The note was tlarcd In 

the time Intervening, the glacier had 
moved hack three ipmrtcrs of a mile 
from the marker. 

U. h\ Hriggs of the I’nlverslty of 
Washington tells ns that In the 
.Xlaskan tundra country the forest 
line is advancing at the rate of a 
mile a century. Trees are now grow, 
ing on land which had tieen barren 
for KXMkXt years. 

If this keeps on. you say. Hudson 
t»ay will eventually become a sub¬ 
tropical body of water. Well, what 
of It? it has been several times be¬ 
fore. and, if geological evidence Is 
anything to draw conclusions from. 

It will lie again. 

According to W. J. Humphries of 
the United States weather bureau, If 
all the Ice of the polar caps melted, 
the ocean levels w*ould be raised 151 
feet! And that's something else to 
try out on the slide rule.—Karl 
Chapin in Forum and Century.
